there are in Ireland numerous large tracts of Preamble, 
uncultivated Lands, consisting of Bog Lands, Lands adjoin- 
ing rivers, streams and lakes, periodically flooded or covered widi water, 
or by the sea, and other Lands rendered uiiprodtictive by various natural 
5 causes, many of which by the application of proper means are capable of 
being reclaimed and improved, but from want of the means of co-opera- 
tion among the Proprietors, and from the inability of Tenants for life 
and other persons having partial interests to charge the inheritance of 
their respective estates with their [proportion of tl)e requisite outlay, no 
10 efficient measures can be adopted for effecting such improvements ; 

And, whereas there are several rivers and lakes in different parts of 
Ireland, which by proper cuts and otiier works might be connected one 
with another, and with the sea, and rendered navigable so as to give 
the benefit of water conveyance to the adjacent country;

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for all Com- 
mittees and Curators of lunatics or idiots, guardians of infants, assignee 
of Bankrupts and Insolvents, and all Trustees or person.? acting on behalf 
of married women and other persons incapable of acting for themselves, 
who shall be interested in or entitled to any portion of the Lands so 15 
proposed to be improved, for and on behalf of such lunatics, idiots, 
infants, tnanied v omen, and other persons incapable of acting for them- 
selves, to apply in a summary way by Petition to Her Majesty’s Court 
of Chancery in Ireland, for leave to consent to contribute towards the 
expenses of improving or bringing into cultivation such Lands, or effecting ao 
such other improvements as aforesaid; and the said Court shall have 
power to inquire into the propriety of giving such consent, and to make 
such order on the Petition, and as to the costs thereof, as to the Court 
shall seem meet ; and if the Court shall authorize any such consent being 
given, then it shall be lawful for the party who shall have presented 35 
the Petition to give such consent and the same shall be as binding and 
effectual to all intents and purposes whatsoever as if the party giving 
the same bad been the sole absolute owner in fee*simple of the Land in 
respect of which such consent shall be given: Provided always, That

portioning the expenses of and incidental to the same, and for applotting

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who shall be so nominated shall be considered and be qualified to act 
as a Commissioner for the purposes aforesaid j and in every case where 
more than two Commissioners shall be appointed to act, all matters, 
acts and thin^ authorized or necessary to be done and executed by such

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That the issuing of any such 
Commission as aforesaid, shall in every case be deemed conclusive 
evidence that two thirds or more in extent or value of the proprietors of 
the bog or other lands, in respect of or in relation to which such Com - 
mission is issued, did consent in writing to contribute towards the neces- 5 
saiy expenses for improving or bringing into cultivation such bog or 
otlier lands, or making such other improvements as aforesaid, and that 
whether any such reference shall or shall not have been made to the 
Assistant Barrister as hereinbefore provided ; and also that the appli- 
cation for a Commission was accompanied by such Map as aforesaid.

drains, ditches, cuts, canals, dams, channels, culverts, tunnels, banks, 
ao bridges, outlets, weirs, engines, fences or other works, in, through, upon 
and over, as well the Lands proposed to be reclaimed or improved, as 
also in, through, upon and over any adjacent Lands (the same not being 
a garden, orchard, planted walk or avenue to any house), without the 
consent of the owners or proprietors thereof for the time being respec- 
U5 lively, making due satisfaction to the owners or proprietors of such 
Lands ; and the said Commissioner or Commissioners shall have full 
power to do or cause to be done all such other acts and things as he or 
they shall deem necessary for cftecting all or any of the purposes of this 
Act, making due compensation to all persons for any damage occasioned 
30 to them by the exercise of any such powers. 

And be it Enacted, That if any person or persons who shall un- 
lawfully, wilfully, maliciously or wantonly spoil, damage, injure or 
destroy any watercourse, sluice, drain, weir, embankment, fence or 
other work which shall be made, erected, widened or altered as afore- 
35 said, for the reclaiming, draining or improving of any lands, or for 
effecting any other of the purposes of this Act, or shall unlawfully, 
wilfully, maliciously or wantonly stop or dam up any of the water- 
courses or drains, or throw, lay or place any matter or thing therein 
for that purpose, or which shall imj)cde the free passage of vrater 
40 therein, or meddle or interfere with any floodgate or sluice, by means 
whereof any injury or damage shall or may be done to any of such 
lands, every such person being convicted thereof shall forfeit and pay 
such sum not exceeding Ten Pounds as any Justice of the Peace shall 
adjudge and order, over and besides the amount of the damage done, vvhich 
damage shall be ascertained by any such Justice ; and the said penalty

And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said Com- 
missioner or Commissioners, or any person or persons authorized by 
him or them respectively, to search for, dig, gather, take and carry away 
any materials out of any Lands or premises lying within or contiguous 
to the Lands proposed to be improved, for making and executing any 
of the works executed or to be executed under the provisions of this 
Act, making or tendering such satisfaction for the damage done to 
the owners or occupiers of the Lands where and from whence the 
same shall be dug, gathered and carried away, or over which the same 
shall be carried, as to the said Commissioner or Commissioners shall 
seem fit and reasonable ; but it shall not he lawful for the said Com- 
missioner or Commissioners, or any person by him or them authorized, 
to dig, gather, get or take or carry away any materials for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, out of or from any inclosed land or ground, until 
notice in writing signed by him or them respectively shall have been 
given to the owner or owners or occupier or occupiers of the lands 
or grounds from which the same are intended to be taken and carried 
aw'ay, to appear before any two or more Justices of the Peace sitting in 
petty sessions acting for the county or place in which the lands or 
grounds from whence such materials intended to be taken away shall 
be, to show cause why such materials should not be taken therefrom ; 
and in case such owner or occupier or his agent shall attend pursuant 
to such notice, but shall not show sufficient cause to the contrary, such 
Justices shall, if they think proper, authorize the said Commissioner or 
Commissioners, or any person by him or them authorized or employed, 
to get, dig aud carry away such materials, at such time or times as such 
Justices shall deem proper; and if such owner or occupier shall neglect 
or refuse to appear by himself or herself, or his or her agent, the said 
Justices shall and may, upon proof or oath of the service of such notice, 
(and which oath they are hereby empowered to administer (make such 
order therein as they shall think fit, as fully and effectually to all intents

is and are hereby empowered and required to administer the proper and 
necessary oath or oaths)j and such Two persons are hereby required to 
appraise the same according to the best of their judgment j and after 
such appraisement it shall and may be lawful to and for the person or 
10 persons making such Distress, to sell or cause to be sold the cattle, 
corn, hay, goods, chattels and effecte so distrained, for the best price 
that can be reasonably bad or gotten for the same, for and towards 
.satisfaction of the monies for which such Distress and sale shall be so 
made, and the costs, charges and expenses of taking, keeping, apprais- 
>5 ^*^8 selling the same, rendering the overplus of the monies arising 
from any such sale, (if any) on demaiid, to the person or persons 
entitled thereto. 

And be it Enacted, That when and so often as it shall happen that the

tress or other proceedings relating thereto, but such warrant or warrants 
3^ shall be good, valid and effectual to all intents and purposes whatsoever, 
if the parties issuing the same had power to issue a warrant or warrants 
for any part of the sum or sums stated therein ; nor shall the party or 
parties distraining be deemed a trespasser or trespassers ab initio on 
account of any irregularity which shall be afterwards committed by 
40 the party or parlies distraining, but the person or persons aggrieved by 
such irregularity shall and may recover satisfaction for the special 
damage in an action on the case. 

And be it Enacted, That no Action, Suit or Information shall be No Action to 
brought, commenced or prosecuted by any person or persons for any

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thing done or to be done in pursuance of this Act, or in execution of 
the powers or authorities herein contained, unless Notice in writing of 
such action, suit or information, specifying the ground or canSe thereof, 
and signed by the attorney of the plaintiff or plaintiffs, shall be given 
to the Commissioner or Connnissioners, person or persons, against 5 
whom proceedings are intended to be commenced at least Twenty-one 
Days before such action, suit or information shall be commenced, nor 
unl^s such action, suit or information shall be brought or commenced 
within Six calendar Months next after the fact committed, or in case 
there shall be a continuance of damages, then within Six calendar lO 
Months next after the doing or committing such damage shall have 
ceased, and not afterward, and shall be laid or brought in the county

discontinuance of his, her or their action or actions, suits or informa-

and every word importing the masculine gender only shall extend and 
be applied to a female as well as a male ; and the word proprietor 
shall extend, not only to tenants in fee simple, but tenants in tail, 
tenants for life or tenants for years determinable on a life, but not to 
any lessee, save a lessee for lives or years renewable for ever.
